*DIRECTIONS  TO  UNIVERSITY  OF  LOWELL,  SOUTH  CAMPUS*** 


Please  note  that  the  University  of  Lowell  comprises  three  campuses  with  two 
library  buildings.  Our  meeting  takes  place  at  the  O'Leary  Library  on  the  South 
Campus.  As  street  signs  in  Lowell  are  even  rarer  than  in  many  New  England 
towns,  the  following  route  is  the  only  recommended  one. 

From  either  1-495  or  Route  3,  follow  signs  to  the  "Lowell  Connector".  Stay 
on  the  Connector  to  Exit  5N,  Thorndike  St.  Continue  straight  ahead  through  a 
blinking  light  and  a  full  set  of  lights  where  Thorndike  changes  to  Fletcher  St. 
At  the  next  light,  turn  left  on  Broadway  (a  Gulf  station  will  be  on  the  right) 
and  continue  .6  miles  to  Wilder  ST.  Turn  right.  O'Leary  Library  is  a  short 
distance  on  the  left;  parking  is  immediately  to  your  right.  [Parking  stickers 
will  be  mailed  to  the  first  50  registrants  only].

Head  for  1-495  by  retracing  your  steps  out  of  town:  from  Wilder  St.,  turn 
left  on  Broadway  and  go  .6  miles  to  Fletcher  St.  (Gulf  station  on  left).  Turn 
right  and  continue  on  Fletcher/Thorndike  St.  to  1-495.  Take  1-495  North  toward 
Lawrence.  Leave  1-495  at  Exit  41A,  Route  28  South.  Proceed  on  Route  28  (Main 
St.)  past  downtown  Andover.  Turn  right  on  School  St.  The  NEDCC  is  on  the  left 
at  no.   24.   There  is  ample  on-street  parking.

Our  fall  meeting  is  a  "moveable 
feast"  in  northeastern  Massachusetts:  a 
morning  session  at  the  University  of 
Lowell  in  America's  first  planned 
industrial  city,  and  an  afternoon  visit  to 
the  Northeast  document  Conservation  Center 
a  half-hour  away  by  car  in  Andover .  We 
are  fortunate  to  be  invited  for  a 
first-hand  look  at  the  NEDCC's 
nationally-known  conservation  labs. 
However,  due  to  limitations  of  space  and 
to  the  nature  of  the  work  performed  at  the 
Center,  participation  in  the  afternoon 
session  must  be  limited  to  fifty  persons. 
Please  send  in  your  registration  form  and 
payment    early   to   assure   your   place. 

Lunch  is  on-your-own  with  a  number  of 
possibilities  in  transit  from  Lowell  to 
Andover.  The  restored  mill  complex  in 
downtown  Lowell  (follow  signs  off 
Thorndike  St.  to  Park  Visitor  Center) 
houses  The  Melting  Pot  Restaurant,  and 
others  are  nearby  in  the  downtown  area.  A 
listing  will  be  available  at  the  meeting. 
In  Andover,  the  route  to  the  NEDCC  passes 
by  a  number  of  eating  establishments  in 
the    town's   central    business   district. 

Our  closing  sherry  hour  takes  place 
at  the  Andover  Inn,  a  ten-minute  (.3  mile) 
walk  from  the  NEDCC  on  the  beautiful 
grounds  of  Phillips  Academy.  The  Addison 
Gallery  of  American  Art,  directly  across 
the  street  from  the  Inn,  remains  open 
until    5    p.m.

~GERBOTH   AWARD 

The  Music  Library  Association  is  now 
accepting  applications  for  the  second 
WALTER  GERBOTH  AWARD,  in  the  amount  of 
$500,  in  memory  of  the  esteemed  professor 
of  music  and  former  music  librarian  who 
died  in  1984.  Eligible  are  members  of  the 
Association  who  are  music  librarians  in 
the  first  five  years  of  their  professional 
career,  seeking  assistance  for  a  research 
project  in  progress  whose  focus  is  music 
bibliography  or  librarianship.  It  is 
desirable  but  not  required  that  the 
research   be   destined   for   publication. 

An  application  should  be  accompanied 
by  two  letters  of  support,  one  for  the 
person  and  one  for  the  project,  and  should 
include  a  vita  as  well  as  names  of  further 
references  who  might  be  consulted.  It 
should  describe  the  project  and  its 
significance,  and  show  the  total  budget, 
specifying  the  amount  requested  from  the 
Association,  sources  of  other  funds  if 
any,  and  the  purpose  of  the  funds 
requested.  No  funds  will  be  awarded  for 
capital  purchases.  Applications  should  be 
submitted  by  November  15,  1987,  to  Gerboth 
Award,  Sibley  Music  Library,  Eastman 
School  of  Music,  26  Gibbs  St.,  Rochester,
